THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


During the past few years, a great 
deal has been learned concerning the 
prevention of disease and the im- 
provement of health. Today we have a 
fund of knowledge which if we were 
to use it, would’ result in less sickness 
fcwer deaths and better health, there 
by increasing thé well-being of man 

kind The problem that faces public 
health workers is, first of all, to see 
that this knowledge is imparted to 
every individual and then that it is 
put into every-day practice 

The most suctessful method of 
carrying the health message to the in 
dividual is through the Public Health 
Nurse. She might well be called the 
Health Teacher of the community be- 
Cause that is ‘what she is. By word of 
mouth she imparts health knowledge 
by demonstration she shows how to 
rut such ‘knowledge into practice; 
by encouragement she helps through 
difficult times that require perserver- 
ance; by planning with the mother. 
she aids in securing proper food for 
the family. 

Because her work is done mostly 
with individuals. it is wot seen by the 
n.asses. Because it is not seen, be- 
cause it does not advertise itself there 
is mot the general appreciation of it 
that there should be. It is not known 
as it deserves to be, that the educa- 
tion of mothers as to the care of their 
babies, by public health nurses, is the | 
greatest factor in the reduction of in| 
fant deaths.

A continental scientict named Gross 
bas discovered a process of making 
dough directly from the grain. The 
wheat first goes into a husk-remov- 
ing machine in which the grains re- 
geive a strenuous shaking in hot 
water for about a half an_ hour. 
Thence they pass into cold water res 
ervoir through which compressed air 
is forced stirring up the grain and 
carrying away the reparated husks. 
Here the grain is cleaned for ten min 
utes 

The grain is released from the bot- 
tom of the reservoir on to a rolling 
mill in which it is crushed into dough 
Salt and yeast are added during the 
crushing and if necessary water but 
as a rule the grain absorbs sufficient 
water in the husking process 

As it emerges from the mill the 
dough is ready for mixing and baking 
in the ordinary way 

The bread is wholemeal free from 
husks butt he valuable bran is re- 
tained and more bread is produced 
from a given quantity of grain than 
is possible when wheat passes 
through 4 flour mill.
